According to Romulus City Clerk 
Linda Choate, this month’s Mayoral 
Primary is Romulus’s first since 1979, 
when Melvin Morgan, Harry Nelson, and 
William Oakley battled for the position 
of the City’s chief magistrate. It will be 
the first mayoral primary encountered 
by Mayor Beverly McAnally, who faced 
Oakley in her first race for that office, 
and has run unopposed in the last two 
elections. 

In the primary on September 12, 
McAnally will be up against two other 
candidates: Zenobia Jones and Earl 
Champagne. Though neither of them 
is as well known as McAnally, both 
could pose a serious threat to her in 
this election. 

A key problem faced by incumbents 
in this type of race is voter apathy. This 
apathy often results because support- 
ers of the incumbent feel that their 
candidate is a “shoo-in,;’ and so don’t 
bother to go to the polls. Since a low 
voter turnout often gives the opponent 
an advantage, incumbents must make 
an extra effort to convince their sup- 
porters to get out and vote. Remember: 
there is no such thing as a “‘sure bet” 
in an election, so it is important for you 
to support your candidate, no matter 
who he or she is, by casting your ballot.

Teachers Say ‘No’ to Kids 


It is believed that the teachers are 
taking this action in order to get the 
full attention of the Romulus School 
Board and Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell, as well as the parents of the 
Romulus school district. Apparently, 
since they were unable to get what they 
wanted from the School Board, the 
teachers feel that retaliation against 
the students, through their activities, 
may convince parents to pressure the 
School Board into giving them their 
way. 

The main problem between Union 
and School Board stemmed from the 
amount of wage increase offered to 
the teachers by the Board. Dr. Bedell 
had stated, before the end of the school 


year, that he had a seven-percent in-

| have seen “upsets” happen again and 
again in Romulus elections. 

Why are Americans so lazy about 
voting? People around the world die by 
the thousands (remember the recent 
incident in China?) for the rights we 
take for granted. 

It seems to me that only one type 
of election gets much voter response, 
and that’s a millage election. The re- 
sults of a millage election can have an 
immediate impact on voters ina place 
where they are very likely to be sensi- 
tive — their wallets. City, county, state, 
and even Federal elections don’t get the 
same kind of turnout because their re- 
sults tend to be felt more slowly, and 
so may not be as obvious and clear-cut. 

The shame of it is that these other 
elections can end up costing voters 
more, in the long run, than a millage 
election. For instance, choosing inex- 
perienced or unqualified leaders can 
result in excessive or wasteful spend- 
ing, inadequate police and fire protec- 
tion, inferior road and sewer mainte- 
nance, and, in the end, higher taxes. 

Know your candidate. Then be sure 
to vote. These elections cost money 
(the upcoming primary, for instance, 
will cost no less than $8,000 to $10,000); 
let’s make them more than a waste of 
your tax dollars. 

If you are not yet registered to vote

to vote in the Mayoral Primary, but you 
have until Monday, October 9, to regis- 
ter for November’s General Election. 

The Romulus News is not endors- 
ing any particular candidate in these 
elections; instead, we are concentrat- 
ing on getting a// eligible voters out to 
the polls, no matter who they are sup- 
porting. This is your city, and you must

crease to offer the Union over a period 
of time, and that was all he was going 
to offer. “If | give them one penny more, 
it could be the ruination of our school 
district,’ he said. “It would put us over 
a quarter-million dollars in deficit.’ He 
also stated that he had promised the 
Public that, if they voted for the trans- 
fer of funds last year, he would not 
make any move that would jeopardize 
the school district. 

How far this action will go is not 
yet certain; however, Superintendent 
Bedell has agreed to meet with the 
teachers and Union on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 7, to see if some kind of long- 
range plan can be worked out. 

In the meantime, if the teachers in- 
volved in extra-curricular activities do 
resign, it will mean a pay cut for some, 
since most of them receive extra money 
for their involvement. In fact, the addi- 
tional pay ranges from $1,200 to $3,000 
per year above their normal salaries. 

“It is something that each teacher 
will have to deal with on an individual 
basis,” said Bedell. “I think the strategy 
of their Union leadership is based on 


the assumption that we have money 
we are holding back. That simply is 
not true, and they will hurt their own 
membership.’ Bedell concluded by say- 
ing, ‘We've offered them everything 
we’ve got; there is no more.” 

Romulus is by no means the only 
district with financial woes in this state. 
One remedy that is being proposed for 
the skyrocketing problem of education 
funding is an increase in the State’s 
sales tax. 

On the local level, one option that 
our Board could pursue is the sale of 
bonds, which might help without in- 
creasing taxes substantially. 

Itis also believed that, somewhere 
down the road, there is asmall chance 
that a millage increase will be proposed. 
Since industry pays about three dollars 
for every single dollar paid by residents, 
some people would prefer this solution. 

In any event, aseven-percent raise 
in teacher salaries would result in an 
average increase of about $3,000 per 
teacher, and that doesn’t seem too 
shabby to me. It’s too bad that children 
must be used as pawns.

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It’s the Law

Asecond conviction, within seven 
years, for operating a motor vehicle un- 
der the influence of intoxicating liquor 
(OUIL) results in a mandatory one- to 
five-year license revocation issued by 
the Secretary of State. This revocation 
is in addition to any court-imposed 
suspension. 

A third offense of operating a motor 
vehicle with ability impaired (OWI) re- 
sults in a one- to five-year license revo- 
cation issued by the Secretary of State. 
This revocation is also separate from 
any court-imposed penalty. 

Any moving violation during a period 
of suspension or revocation results ina 
like additional suspension. For exam- 
ple, if a person gets a ticket when his or 
her license is suspended for one year, 
then that person will receive an addi- 
tional one-year suspension from the 
Secretary of State. 

Any person who receives 12 or more 
points on his or her driving record dur- 
ing a two-year period may receive up 
to a one-year suspension issued by the 
Secretary of State.

Embryo Custody Case Prompts Study 

The prospect of divorced couples 
fighting over fertilized human eggs has 
prompted lawmakers to call for State 
legislation to resolve such disputes. 
Lawmakers plan to gather testimony 
from medical and legal experts this fall 
and draft legislative guidelines for 
embryo custody disputes. 
Legislation Would Help Prevent Crank 
Calls 

This fall, House lawmakers will 
consider legislation that would permit 
Michigan telephone companies to offer 
customers a system that allows them 
to see the number of a caller’s phone 
before they answer. The caller-identifi- 
cation system has been implemented 
in New Jersey, where it is successfully 
stopping harassing callers. 
Survey Shows Health Programs Are 
Working 

Results of a survey of Michigan 
women indicated that they are receiv- 
ing more prenatal care than they did 
three years ago, and that programs 
implemented by the State are working 
effectively. The survey indicates that 
women at all income levels are enter- 
ing prenatal care programs earlier. 
Environmental Bond Authorization Is 
Signed into Law 

Legislation authorizing $81.5 million 
in spending of the $800 million in bonds 
approved by voters last year has been 
signed into law. Among other provi- 
sions, the bill authorizes $25 million to 
clean 64 toxic waste sites, $20 million 
to improve 43 State parks, $2.8 million 
to close seven unlicensed dumps, and 
$8.2 million to develop a loan fund for 
communities in need of financing for 
sewage treatment problems. 
Auto Insurance Hearings Begin 

The first of several auto insurance 
reform hearings were held recently in 
Michigan. House lawmakers are con- 
sidering a package of bills that include 
some provisions similar to California’s 
recently passed Proposition 103, which 
drastically reduced insurance rates in 
that state. The proposed Michigan leg- 
islation would roll back insurance rates 
Statewide by at least 20% of the May, 
1988, levels. 
Michigan Arts Grants Awarded 

Nearly 450 arts organizations, art- 
ists, schools, and nonprofit support 
groups will share $11,342,464 in State 
grants to finance projects and promote 
the arts in Michigan. The Michigan 
Council for the Arts funds help finance 
art programs in Michigan schools and 
support the work of creative artists, 
arts councils, and institutions. 
Legislation Lowers On-the-job Injury 
Costs 

Recent figures show that the State 
of Michigan’s workers’ compensation 


costs were near or below the National 
average in 1986, the latest year for which 
state-by-state figures were available. 
Three sets of legislative reforms ap- 
proved within the last nine years appear 
to have held down workers’ compensa- 
tion costs for Michigan companies, re- 
ducing an often-cited dis-incentive to 
do business in this state. 


State to Pay for Some AIDS Patients’ 
Insurance 

Under a new program, the State will 
pay the health insurance premiums of 
some AIDS patients who would lose 
their existing coverage when they are 
no longer able to work. The two-year 
pilot program will begin October 1 in 
three urban counties, where 70% of 
Michigan’s AIDS patients live. The ex- 
periment could save millions of dollars 
for the Government-funded Medicaid 
program by shifting more of the AIDS- 
related treatment costs to insurance 
companies. 


Michigan Highway Name Would Honor 
Veterans 

This fall, House lawmakers will 
consider legislation that would name 
a portion of a southeastern Michigan 
highway ‘“‘Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
Highway.” Proponents of the measure 
say that the specially designated high- 
way would serve as an active, working 
memorial that will be used daily by 
many motorists.

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Avoiding Hectic School Mornings 


After a summer of lazy days at the 
pool or beach, you and the kids may be 
less than enthusiastic about the hectic 
pace that arrives when school doors 
reopen.
